CHAPTER I. 

An Act to provide for the Assessment and Oollection of 

a Tax for 8taie Purposes. 

Sacnoir 1. Tax fbr the pnxpoie of meeting the interest on State Loan, under act of March thir- 
teenth, eighteen hundred and flify-eight; also the War Loan, under act of 
September twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty-two ; also the current 
expenses of the State for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five. 

S. Tax to be paid in gold or silver, or United States Treasury Notes— all excesses to be 
set apart for a sinking ftmd. * 

8. When act to take effect 

Beit enacted hy the Legislatureof the State of Minnesota : 

Section 1. There shall be levied on all the taxa- 
ble property in the State of Minnesota for the year a. 
D., eighteen hundred and sixty-five, a tax of six mills 
upon the dollar, for the use of the State, including the 
sum to be used as a sinking fund, and for the interest 
on the State debt, under the provisions of an act enti-

of the interest and expenses on the State loan of two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and the interest 
and expenses on the war loan of one hundred thousand 
dollars ; and one mill thereof, to be set apart for a 
jinking fund to proviilo ft>i the payment of the princi- 
pal of the eight per cent, loan of two hundred and fifty

any business, which can be conveniently prosecuted 
under the provisions of this act, may conform their 
certificate to the provisions of this act, and may re- 
file the same with the Secretary of State as herein 
provided, and thereafter without any other act or cere- 
mony shall become entitled to all the rights, benefits 
and privileges conferred by this act ; and all grants, 
transfers and conveyances, by the State or any citizen 
or corporation to any such company heretofore made, 
are hereby confirmed unto such company, and shall 
upon the filing of their certificate under this act be 
deemed to accrue and enure to the benefit of such 
company or corporation as thus organized without any 
other act or ceremony whatever.

over the bed of any river, lake or water course and 
the banks thereof, together with the right to overflow, 
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injure or destroy any existing dains, milld or otiier 
property and to canal in and along the valley of any 
such river, stream, lake or water course, and to 
purchase and erect all necessary buildings for the ope^ 
ration and prosecution of any manufacturing busiueaa 
upon the water power incidentally created by such im- 
provement, by proceeding as in this act provided. 

Sec. 6. They shall present to the Judge of any 
court of record, in which jury trials are had in any 
r^^^i^tob^^nr county in which said improvements or any part thereof 
^"anyco^o/L is or Is to bc locatcd, or through which any river to be 
ow*-wh«tto improved or canal is to be constructed runs or is to 
run, a petition signed by the president and secretary 
of said company or corporation, [setting forth] the de- 
scription of the enterprise to be prosecuted by them, 
the termini thereof, the counties through wluch the 
same is to run, a general description of the land, prop- 
erty and real estate which it will be necessary to appro- 
priate, take, use or overflow for the purpose of said 
enterprise, together with the names of the owners of 
any such property if known. 

Sec. 7. Upon the presentation of such petition liie 
^*d^^!te^ Judge shall appoint three disinterested residents of any 
persona to inquire of thc couuties uamcd lu sald petition, conmiissioners 
tS^Jd^^prti- ^ nieet at some point on the line of said improvement 
tion. on a day specified by said Judge, and to inquire touch- 

ing the matters contained in said petition, and the Judge 
shall fix the fees of said commissioners.

make in each case a separate assessment of damages 
which will result to any person, corporation or com- 
pany by reason of the construction of said improvement, 
and shall determine and appraise to the owners of said 
land, property, easement or any other right, proposed 
to b^ taken for said improvement, the amount of dam- 
ages arising to them respectively from the taking tiiere- 
of, after making due allowance for any benefit that 
such owner or owners may respectively derive from 
the taking such property, laud, easement or other right, 
for the improvement aforesaid. Such amount after 
making such allowances shall be awarded to such per- 
sons respectively as their damages.

and sixty-two, an act donating public lands to the seve- J'^^'^^^JJ***' 
ral States and Territories which may provide colleges rieaiton.

And whereas y By a decision of the Provost Marshal 
General, dated March nine, eighteen hundred and six- 
ty-four, only one hundred dollars bounty is allowed to 
raw recruits, who enlisted in new organizations, prior 
to December twenty -fourth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-three, except in the case of eleven newly organ- 
ized regiments called into the service of the United 
States, in the State of Indiana, on the fourteenth day 
of Septembei^, eighteen hundred and sixty-three ; 

And whereas, A large majority of each company of 
said Second Cavalry were raw recruits, a portion of 
whom enlisted prior to December twenty-four, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, and are allowed only one 
hundred dollars bounty, and the other portion enlisted 
on or subsequent to the said twenty-fourth day of De- 
cember, and are allowed three hundred dollars bounty ;

From the above figures it will be seen that the financial 
condition of the State has vastly improved since my 
last report, the amount of outstanding scrip Jiaving been 
reduced from $46,671 93 to $19,531 25. 

The Interest Fund showing a surplus of $25,640 66 
after poviding for the interest on State Bonds due Janua- 
ry 1, 1865, I shall on the first of January next, in 
accordance with law, transfer said surplus to the credit 
swaFinaaoM. ^f ^j^^ Revcnuc Fuud and redeem therewith the out- 
standing warrants. 

In this manner the long desired object of placing the 
State finances upon a cash basis will be accomplished. 
The pernicious effects of a floatiug indebtedness having 
been sorely felt during the last six years, the Legisla- 
ture should be careful, now that wo are nearh' out of 
debt, to provide a sufficient income for all the appro- 
priations necessary to be made. 

The estimated expenses for the current year 
ending December 31, 1865, as made up 
by the Auditor, amount to the sum of $167,975 00 
To the above should be added :

The amount of deficiencies for the year 1864, 12,000 00

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The above exhibit shows that the present rate of 
taxation yields a sufficient revenue to meet the estimat- 
ed expenses. Should, however, the Legislature find 
it necessary to appropriate more than the above sum, 
some provision must be made to meet the deficiency, 
either by re-enactment of the Poll Tax law, or an in- 
crease of taxation. 

Tlie eight per cent. State Bonds, amounting to $250,- "***'^ 
000, issued under the act, approved March 13, 1858, 
mature July 1, li'5()7. The tax of one mill levied under 
the act of ilarch 4, 18()4, to be set apart as a sinking 
fund for the payniout of tJiese bonds will yield $40,000 
per annum, or §120,000 before July 1, 1867. We 
hope soon to effect a settlement with the U. S. Gov- 
ernment for expenses incurre J during the Indian War, 
which will enable us to make up the balance without 
any increase of taxation for this purpose. 

From the certificates issued by the Board of Audi- 
tors for the payment of expc ses incurred by the Sioux 
War, there yet remains unv id $71,684 12. We are 
daily expecthig a sufficient .um from the U. S. Treas- 
urv, which, tosfcther with the balance on hand to the 
credit of the U. S. on War Tax Fund, will enable us 
to entirely cancel this class of obligations. 

THE ALLOTMENT AGENCY. 

The transactions of this branch of the Department 
have not been as large during the past year as for the 
year previous, owing to the fact that thos^ of our reg- 
iments on duty in the department of the Southwest, 
have been so constantly on the move from one district TheAUotm«t 
to another, that it \vas impossible for the allotment ^««»»cy- 
rolls to always roach them in time to be effective at 
every payment, yet the working of the system has 
produced very satisfactory results, the amount of money 
received'for distribution being $72,674 27. 

In this connection, I will quote trom my last year's 
report : 

*' In the distribution of this allotment money, I am 
thrown in contact with a great number of soldiers' fam- 
ilies, and regret to lind that in a majority of cases 
there is an amount of destitution and suffering that 
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should not be allowed to exist. Daily we are called 
TheAUotmwit upoii to make advances upon the allotment due, or to 
Agency. rcuder aid which we cannot do, no provision for such 

cases existing," and will only add, that a small fund 
placed at the disposal of the Governor, Auditor, and 
Allotment Commissioner, to be used for the aid of 
these families in cases of great necessity, will alleviate 
much suffering, without materially increasing the ex- 
penses of the State.
